(2) While at the University SUBJECT was described as a 
l, non-conformist, 11 "malcontent, " who frequently wore a "beatnick beard," 
and a Ifcarapus activist" who had affiliated himself with cause organiz-

. ■> (3) Former 'associates, employers; and teachers would not ;** 

recommend SUBJECT for a position with the U. S. Government. Their 
reasoning was based on SUBJECT* s outspoken attitude and criticisms of ; \ 

authority of student government and the military. In their opinions 
he could not be relied upon to keep sensitive material unpubiicized and 
that his rebellious attitude toward any forms of authority would be 
detrimental to his success in holding a Federal position. 

(4) On 3 March 1965 anenvetope with the return address of t 
Guozi Shudian, China Publication Center, P. 0. Box 399, Peking, China, 
and addressed to SUBJECT arrived at the U. S. Army Strategic Communications 
Command-CONUS Mail Room in a damaged condition, torn open at one end. The 
damaged condition of the envelope caught the mail clerk* s attention who 
noticed the return address and delivered the envelope and its contents to 
the Security Officer. The Security Officer did not open the envelope but 
by holding it at various positions was able to determine that there was 
corrigated packing inside the envelope, and a calendar, marked "Compli- 
mentary Calendar." Also in the envelope were two other items, one appear- 
ing to be some type of commercial printed matter, and the other, a typed 
letter.
